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Euodia glauca Miq. in Japan should be treated 
as a different species from E. meliifolia (Hance) 
Benth. in China. A Taiwan plant which has been 
treated as Euodia meliifolia (Hance) Benth. or E. 
glauca Miq. differs from both species by the leaves 
with 9 to 17 leaflets and the smaller fruits. This 
Taiwan plant should be treated as a new species.

Evergreen small trees 5-7 m tall. Branches bla¬ 
ckish in dry, with sparse elliptic lenticels, appress- 
edly minute-pubescent when young, caducous. 
Leaves opposite, odd-pinnate, 20-30 cm long (in¬ 
cluding petiole), 8-13 cm wide, rachis appressedly 
minute-pubescent; leaflets (7-)-9 T7, obliquely ob¬ 
long-ovate, 5-7 cm long, 2-3 cm wide, caudate- 
acuminate at apex, rounded on outer margin and 
acute on inner margin at base, entire, glabrous on 
both surfaces, more or less glaucous beneath, with 
a raised midrib and 8-12 pairs of divaricate lateral 
nerves. Flowers during August and October. Inflo¬ 
rescences terminal, corymbose, 6-10 cm long and 
across when flowering, 10-15 cm long and across 
when fruiting, peduncles and pedicels densely clo¬ 
thed with appressed minute pubescent hairs. Bracts 
scale-like, very small, caducous. Pedicels 1-2 mm 
long. Calyx saucer-shaped, ca. 1 mm across, 5- 
lobed, lobes deltoid, acute, appressedly minute- 
pubescent. Petals 4-5, valvate in bud, yellowish 
white, oblong-ovate, ca. 3 mm long, 1.5 mm 
across, acute, glabrous. Male flowers with 4-5 sta¬ 
mens and one sterile pistil, stamens 4 mm long, ex- 
serted, filaments pilose on lower half, sterile pistil 
cylindric, deeply 5-lobed, sparsely pubescent out¬ 
side. Female flowers with one pistil, style short, 
stigma capitate.
